CROP CONTROL CONTINUES 
From W ashington come indications tha t 
the farm b enefit 
paym ents 
during 
the 
coming year may exceed those of the year 
which is now draw ing to a close. W hile 
the 19 37 federal farm program adheres 
to the principle and terminoiogy of soil 
conserv ation the attem pt at contiol 
of 
crops is as ot)v ious, though it may not 
b e as direct, as under the outlaw ed AAA. 
The limitation which it would impose 
upon corn production is particularly defi­ 
nite. 
The adm inistration is frankly fe a r­ 
ful, points out the Dav enport Times, that 
the prices b rought b y the shortage of this 
year due to the drouth will encourage 
farm ers generally to put in so large an 
acreage that should the midwest he spar­ 
ed a period of prolonged aridity the farm 
program will he griev ously em b arrassed 
b y a heav y surplus and sharply failing 
prices. 
An agricultural income which will sus­ 
tain the fa r m e r ’s b uying pow er is the 
primarj" aim of the administration, and 
few in this part of the country will quar­ 
rel with tha t ob jectiv e. 
T hat planned and 
controlled production oii a national b asis 
is a more ob v ious aim of the farm adm in­ 
istration than conserv ation and improv e­ 
m ent of soil fertility, will not excite the 
west as long as it keeps the hinterland 
prosperous. 
T hat the fundam ental program would

solini agreed upon the w ar in 19 33. W hen 
the lime came for it to b egin.

Italy thus b ecame the 
aggressor in a doub le sense. 
Now it appears tha t II Duce is not 
av erse to this rev elation.

The explanation offered is v ery 
likely the true one. 
It is to b e made 
plain tha t the tw entieth century Italian 
empire is a Fascist rather than a purely 
military creation. 
Dictators who are not themselv es mili­ 
tary men are prone to look with suspicion 
upon professional soldiers. 
There is al­ 
ways the thought of w hat the arm y might 
do were it to b e led against the gov ern­ 
m ent of the dictator. 
It is, therefore, poor 
policy to increase the prestige of the army 
at the expense of the prestige of the dicta­ 
tor. 
In this case, with the Italian people 
rejoicing ov er the conquest of Ethiopia, it 
were well to let them understand that the 
military forces were merely the instru­ 
m ent of Fascist policy. 
And tha t is ev idently the fact of the 
m atter. 
W ith respect to the v ictory in 
Africa, the credit, if credit it b e, b elongs 
to Mussolini. 
Therefore, writing prefaces 
for b ooks which m ake it clear was prob ­ 
ab ly a b it of the d a y ’s work that he 
found congenial.

SHIPPING STRIKE COSTS 
From Hannib al Coiirier-PoFt. 
A trem endous loss in b usiness, in wages, 
and in direct m anner is b eing sustained 
b y the west coast shipping strike, a recent 
surv ey shows. 
Figures at the last week 
end placed it at around a third of a b il­ 
lion dollars for the month and a half. 
This has b een an im portant factor in 
negotiations for ending the tie-up. 
Not 
only shipping interests with more than 
two hundred v essels tied up, and workers 
losing thousands of dollars in wages daily, 
b ut agricultural and industrial interests, 
not directly concerned in the shipping are 
taking terrific losses and urging settle­ 
ment. 
A ship owners surv ey has set the inclu­ 
siv e loss at ab out $7 ,25 0,000 for each 
b usiness day on the b asis of 230 idle ships, 
37 ,000 
striking 
W est 
C^ast 
maritime 
workers, thousands of employes laid off 
in other industries and ab out 10,000 per­ 
sons in walkouts not directly connected 
with the ship tieup. The loss was describ ­ 
ed as follows: 
To Pacific Coast b usiness 
per day, $7 ,000,000; daily wage loss to 
maritime strikers and persons laid off b y 
shipping firms, 
$40,000, 
and 
losses 
in 
wages for persons 
indirectly 
affected, 
$100,000. 
O ther incidental items b ring 
the total to $7 ,25 0,000 the surv ey said. 
It is no w onder the pub lic is dem anding 
tha t the parties to this disastrous impasse 
get together. 
The controv ersy is going 
fa r b eyond the dam age it is doing to pa r­ 
ties directly concerned. 
It is affecting 
seriously the prosperity of the entire P a ­ 
cific coast and, for tha t m atter, of the 
nation. 
T hat “the opposing forces ap­ 
peared n earer peace” as announced m 
press dispatches, was good news in this 
industrial deadlock tha t was taking such 
costly toll.
